Pope's Efforts 


Unsuccessful 


In Civil War 


KAMPALA, Uganda (AP) — 
With his efforts to get the two 
sides in the Nigerian civil war 
together to talk peace unsuc­ 
cessful. Pope Paul VI devoted 
the last day of his three-day trip 
to Uganda to Roman Catholic 
ceremonies. 
The pontiff dedicated a shrine 
today to 22 Ugandans m artyred 
in 1886 who becam e black Afri­ 
ca’s first saints when he canon­ 
ized them in 1964. Later he was 
to leave for Rome. 
On the way to the m artyrs’ 
shrine, the Pope stopped and 
prayed in a small Protestant 
church 
erected 
to 
honor 
18 
Ugandans who died in the sam e 
circum stances 
as 
the 
Roman 
Catholics. 
Dedicate Shrine 
The dedication of the shrine 
was the official purpose of the 
first trip by a pontiff to the Afri­ 
can continent, and the eighth 
trip abroad rn Paul’s six-year 
reign. 
But in addition to church du­ 
ties, the Pope devoted much of 
his tim e in trying to achieve 
peace in the bloody two-year-old 
civil w ar between Nigeria and 
the breakaw ay state of Biafra. 
At the dedication, at which he 
also baptized 22 Ugandans and 
celebrated M ass, the Pope ap­ 
pealed for Christian unity. 
“ In the m artyrs’ spirit of ecu­ 
m enism .” he said, “we cannot 
resolve our differences by m ere 
reconsideration of the past or 
judgm ent upon it. Instead we 
m ust press on in confidence that 
new light will be given us to 
lead us to our goal: we m ust 
trust that new strength will be 
granted us so that, in obedience 
to our common Lord we m ay all 
be able to receive the grace of 
unity.” 
Relief Supplies 
After m eeting separately with 
the Nigerian and Biafran dele­ 
gations Friday, the pontiff m et 
again at night with the Nigerian 
delegation for 90 minutes. 
There were reixirts the Pope 
was trying to get the Biafrans to 
join them , but they did not ap­ 
pear. 
The Biafrans, who have been 
fighting to win national inde­ 
pendence from the rest of Nige­ 
ria, might have been displeased 
by the Pope’s frequent refer­ 
ences to national “unity” in 
speeches here. 
There also were indications 
Pope Paul fried to find a way to 
solve 
the 
deadlock 
over 
the 
shipm ent of 
relief supplies to 
Biafra. 
At the end of the night m eet­ 
ing with the Nigerian delega­ 
tion, headed by Chief Anthony 
Enahoro, the Pope’s aides an­ 
nounced he would be leaving on 
schedule today.

Lunar Laser 


Meets Success 


SAN JOSE, Calif. 
(AP) 
— 
Laser light beams are being 
bounced off the reflector left on 
the moon by the Apollo l l astro­ 
nauts as scientists sharpen their 
fix on it foe- what they hope will 
be IO years of experim ents in lu­ 
nar physics. 
After 12 days of failure, scien­ 
tists 
at 
Lick 
O bservatory 
bounced a light beam from their 
120-inch telescope to the reflec­ 
tor and back at 2 a.m . Friday. 
About 500 pulses of red light 
100.000 tim es brighter than the 
sun’s 
rays 
were subsequently 
fired at 30-second intervals to 
confirm sighting of the reflec­ 
tor. 
The rays bounced back to the 
4.000-foot m ountaintop observa­ 
tory in 2.5 seconds each. 
Several more days are expect­ 
ed to be devoted to homing is 
precisely on the 18-inch-square 
reflector before the start of ex­ 
perim ents that m ay last a dec­ 
ade. 
Scientists at several observa­ 
tories hope to use laser beams 
reflected by the device to m eas­ 
ure the distance from the earth 
to the moon within six inches of; 
accuracy,

wobble of the earth on its axis, 
and

whether

earth ’s continents are shifting 
and. if so, in what direction.

task 
for the 
Lick telescope, second largest in 
the world, was to locate the 60- 
pound reflector.

— President Nixon was cheered 
by thousands of Rom anians to­ 
day on his arrival from Paki­ 
stan and told them the United 
States is ready to help establish 
a Europe “ free from fear of 
war or threats of w ar.” 
President Nicolae Ceausescu, 
greeting 
the 
first 
American 
president to visit a Communist 
capital, stressed peaceful coex­ 
istence as “ a safe way of build­ 
ing a clim ate of confidence.” 
Thousands of persons waving 
U.S. flags were at Otopeni Air­ 
ie r! and welcoming signs were 
out as the President and Mrs. 
Nixon stepped from their plane, 
Air Force One, into the hot sun­ 
shine.

No connection, however, w as 
reported. 
University 
associates 
and 
friends in Coll ms’ hometown of 
Center Line expressed disbelief. 
They generally portrayed Col­ 
lins as a good student and an 
all-around athlete, who was po­ 
lite to women. Others described 
him as “ moody .” 
Honor Student 
He was an honor student and 
a football co-captain at Center 
Line St. Clement High School in 
1964. 
He 
grew 
up 
with 
his 
motlier, who neighbors said is 
estranged from her husband. 
The m other, Mrs. Loretta N. 
Collins, wept at the arraign­ 
m ent. 
Also at the arraignm ent was 
Sandy Fleszar, 20, of Willis, 
whose sister, Mary, was fatally 
stabbed two years ago in the 
first of a series of eight slay­ 
ings. 
Police earlier this year charg­ 
ed an Ann Arbor laborer with 
one of the eight, a slaying be­ 
lieved unconnected with the oth­ 
ers. No arrests were m ade on 
any of the others until Friday. 
Miss Fleszar said she thought 
she knew Collins and she be­ 
lieved Collins noticed her stand­ 
ing there. 
Police said Mary F leszar had 
lived about a block from Col­ 
lins’ present apartm ent. Another 
victim , Joan Schell, 20. had re ­ 
sided nearby. Both were E as­ 
tern Michigan students. 
Home Used 
In addition, police revealed 
Collins once worked at an E as­ 
tern Michigan office, next to 
where Miss 
Fleszar 
was 
em ­ 
ployed. 
The girls were shot, stabbed, 
beaten or strangled and in m ost 
cases w ere sexually molested. 
State 
Police 
Director 
Col. 
Fredrick Davids said Muss Boin- 
e rn an was believed to have been 
slain at the home of State Po­ 
lice Cpl. David Leik, who is Col­ 
lins’ uncle through m arriage. 
He said Cpl. Leik, who had 
been away with 
his fam ily on 
vacation, noticed som ething un­ 
usual in the home when he re­ 
hired to Ypsilanti and informed 
authorities. 
“ We couldn’t have tied it to­ 
gether as fast without the troop­ 
e r,” said Booker 
T. W illiams, 
assistant 
W ashtenaw 
County 
prosecutor. 
Collins stood m ute at his a r­ 
raignm ent 
and

gle American soldier.

Tax Reform 


The Senate of the United States has ap­ 
proved extension of the income tax surcharge 
through Dec. 31. It was not exactly as President 
Richard Nixon had wished — he asked IO per 
cent through the end of the year and five per 
cent for another six months — but an extension 
nevertheless and the president has indicated to 
Congressional leaders that he will take half a 
loaf rather than nothing. 
Extension of the surcharge, however, was 
not the major issue. 
The surcharge in the first place w a s a 
Democratic idea, proposed by President Lyndon 
Johnson last year in an effort to put the brakes 
on a runaway economy. Nixon and his economic 
advisors agreed that an extension was needed, 
so both Democrats and Republicans had a stake 
in its continuance. 
The real question was one of tax reform 
Democrats, who initially worked for in­ 
clusion of a tax reform measure with the sur­ 
charge, modified their battle plan for a five- 
month 
surcharge 
extension 
to 
give 
Con­ 
gress time to work out a program of broad tax 
reform. Republicans favored Nixon's proposals, 
pointing out that the surcharge, repeal of the 
investment tax credit and postponement of the 
scheduled reductions in excise and telephone 
taxes are efforts to control inflation and should 
not be tied to a tax reform move which could 
take months to work out.

“We should not make the mistake, in any 
branch of government, of linking the surcharge 
bill with tax reform proposals," said David M. 
Kennedy, secretary of the treasury. 
“Both administration and Congressional 
leaders have pledged extensive and meaningful 
tax reform,” he added. “The battle against in­ 
flation will be seriously hamstrung if passage of 
the surcharge extension by the Senate is de­ 
layed by tax reform.” 
Under the withholding rate deadline Thurs­ 
day, the Senate moved after Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field, Democratic majority leader, was satisfied 
that the Senate Finance Committee will work 
diligently on a major tax reform bill as soon as 
it arrives from the House and try to get it to 
the Senate for action by Oct. 31. Tile vote was 
along party lines with just a couple of senators 
crossing over. 
Here, on a proposal that both parties agreed 
was needed, an argument over the path to pro­ 
ceed almost caused the cart to stall. When the 
tax reform proposals eventually wend their way 
to the floor, it will be interesting to see wiiat 
happens.

The tax reform bill ready for action in the 
House proposes tax relief for taxpayers in the 
lower income groups and would guarantee a cut 
of at least five per cent for all taxpayers under 
$100,000 in annual income. This would take in 
all but a few of the residents of the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 
People earning up to $3,000 would get cuts 
of 63 per cent, between $3,000 and $5,000 cuts 
of 27 per cent and between $5,000 and $7,000 
cuts of 12 per cent. After that, reductions would 
level off to about 5.5 per cent. 
Under the bill, the minimum standard de­ 
duction for taxpayers who don’t itemize would 
be boosted from the present $1,000 to $2,000 in 
a three-year period beginning in 1970. 
There is little question — especially amid 
the lower income groups who are paying taxes 
steadily while the millionaires don’t pay a dime 
— that federal tax reform is necessary. 
But until now, the broad measures which 
would provide that relief haven’t been forth­ 
coming. Instead, last year the surcharge was 
added that ate up most of any refunds people 
might have had coming through overpayment 
in withholding. Many citizens had to dig even 
deeper into their bank accounts to meet the 
revised requirements. 
Perhaps the reluctance of the Senate to 
move ahead on the surcharge without a guar­ 
antee of a tax reform bill indicates that the Con­ 
gress is now ready to move. 
Let’s hope, when the measures get to 
the floor, that partisan politics and procedural 
quarrels don’t cloud the primary purpose-

If Young is referring to pro­ 
grams for government help for 
black capitalists, he is certain­ 
ly hitting pretty close to the 
mark. 
The Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity 
(OEO), the Small 
B u s i n e s s Administration 
(SBA), and the Department of 
Commerce all have 
ambitions 
for promoting black 
capital­ 
ism, but most of their energies 
in this direction seem to be 
dissipated in bureaucratic quar­ 
rels over prestige. If the cur­ 
rent situation persists, we shall 
end up with nothing more sub­ 
stantial to sliow than a few 
black 
supermarkets 
under 
“whitey’s” 
government 
con­ 
trol. 
When we do have a bona- 
fide black capitalist organiza­ 
tion in being, the government 
seemingly 
does 
its 
best 
to 
throw sand in the 
economic 
gears. 
There is the 
case 
of 
Dr. 
Thomas Matthew’s NEGRO (or 
National Econimic Growth aud 
Reconstruction 
Organization), 
for example. NEGRO is a New 
York-based non-profit holding 
company, financed by ten-year 
bonds, which

than 500 people and has an 
annual payroll of over $1 mil­ 
lion. It owns the 140-bed In­ 
terfaith Hospital in

which 
Dr.

One of its subsidiaries, the 
Domco Chemical Co., began by 
manufacturing

the Interfaith Hospital, but it 
is now producing for the gen­ 
eral market, incidentally mak­ 
ing a disinfectant that is used 
in Vietnam for washing U. S. 
army mess gear, fresh fruit and 
vegetables.

Another NEGRO subsidiary, 
Domco Textile, was set up to

Abraham and Straus, Alexan­ 
der’s, and other New York de­ 
partment stores.

Dr. Matthew, 
his product was deemed accep­ 
table and his price was lower

EAST LANSING (AP) — The 
Michigan State University Board 
of Trustees Friday naght object­ 
ed to several provisions of a bill 
passed by the Legislature, which 
establishes a state-supported col­ 
lege of osteopathic medicine.

Michigan State University Board 
of Trustees Friday night object­ 
ed to several provisions of a bill 
passed by the Legislature, which 
establishes a state-supported col­ 
lege of osteopathic medicine. 
Trusitee Claire White, D-Bav 
City, took particular exception 
to a provision of the bill which 
calls far creation of an “osteo­ 
pathic m eA ine advisory boaid” 
whose six^Bembers are to be 
appointed W the governor. 
“It looks to me like the State 
Board of Education and the MSU 
board of trustees 
have been 
compromised 
by 
some 
very 
clever lobbying, apparently by 
the osteopaths, and some legisla­ 
tive concessions,” White said. 
Several trustees charged that 
appointment of board members 
by the governor would open Hie 
way for political maneuvering. 
The bill passed by bath the 
House and Senate calls for es­ 
tablishment of an osteopathic 
school under the auspices of an 
existing medical school. There 
are currently medical schools at 
Michigan State, the University 
of Michigan and Wayne State 
University. 
Under the bill, the State Board 
of Education has 90 days to as­ 
sign the osteopathic college to 
one of the medical schools. 
Gov. William Milliken Thurs­ 
day vetoed a bill which called 
for a $242,000 appropriation for 
planning of t h e osteopathic 
school.
